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In response to applicant's remarks, note the following. At least claim 6 of US 
patent no. 6,389,990 teaches a reinforced pallet comprising a first deck portion having a 
first upper surface and a first lower surface defined by a first plurality of rib members 
disposed therein (in claim 6 a first surface having cross-ribs) and a second deck portion 
having a second lower surface and a second upper surface defined by a second 
plurality of rib members disposed therein, the second plurality of rib members mating 
with corresponding first plurality of rib members to form a pallet deck, the second deck 
portion including a plurality of support members defining the second lower surface and 
at least one elongate reinforcement member disposed between the first and 
second deck portions. It is noted that again at least claim 6 claims structure as claimed 
as stated in the previous Office action. The reinforcement members (stiffening 
members) are between the first and second deck portions as claimed since a column 
portion extends between the first and second pallet portions and the stiffening members 
would necessarily be in between as claimed.
